C. E. Chantry Still Memory 


came snowbound near Chi- 
laeo. Despite the hardships, 
the beauty of the mountains 
enchanted him and Chantry 
came to Sierra Madre ill 
1905 and settled in a large 
tent on the banks of Little 
Santa Anita. For a time he 
earned a living renting bur¬ 
ros to the children of Car¬ 
ters Camp. 

In those days our beauti¬ 
ful trails were a major at¬ 
traction to Sierra Madre. 
Soon Chantry’s burros were 
packing anything for any¬ 
body into the hills. With the 
coming of the Big Red Paci¬ 
fic Electric cars in 1906 and 
the subsequent increase in 
hikers, Chantry’s packing 
business flourished. 

To advertise his mountain 
service he started taking 
his shaggy little burros to 
the center of town to meet 
the incoming cars, much to 
the delight of the hikers, 
but not to the city fathers 
who quickly passed a law 
forbidding the standing of 
burros on the streets of the 
city square. 

Not to be denied, Chantry 
promptly built little wooden 
carts with small rollers and 
placed the burros on them, 
thus claiming the animals 
were no longer standing on 
the street But it was a lost 
cause, and so began the 
first of the “Burro Wars" 
that lasted off and on 
through the years un t i 1 
about 1920. 

While trudging the high 
Sturtevant Trail, Chantry 
first glimpsed the grassy 
glade that now bears his 
name. Here ihe decided to 
make his mountain home. 
He erected a larg tent where 
the water tank now stands 
and had intended to plant 
an orchard using the clear 
water from the little stream 
behind the flats in San 
Olene Canyon. But the pass¬ 
ing of the law that forbade 
further .homesteading in the 
National Forest destroyed 
his dream, and he moved 
from the hills and ope.nd 
the little canyon store which 
is still in operation on Stur¬ 
tevant Drive, now Farmers 
Market. And he did very 
well selling supplies to the 
early canyon residents and 
to the mountain bou n d 
people of that dtiy. i 

Fabulous stories of the 
southern part of the San 
Joaquin Valley and the rich ] 
profits to be reaped from ! 
raising cotton were more ] 
than Chantry’s adventurous ' 
soul could endure. He sold ] 
his store to purchase the ] 


valley land, and moved 
near Bakersfield, only to 
meet with failure and frus¬ 
tration. 

Broken in spirit and out 
of funds, Chantry returned. 
He became a familiar figure 
along the Sturtevant Trail 
near Chantry Flats as he 
sat quietly watching the 
hikers and pack trains pass 
by. Charles E. Chantry died 
January 5, 1936. He was 63.

Five new branches of the 
First Western Bank opened 
Friday, Oct. 7, marking an 
•unprecedented event in the 
history of American bank¬ 
ing, and the launching of 
the bank’s expansion pro¬ 
gram to increase the num¬ 
ber of its branches by al¬ 
most 90 per cent in the next 
few years. 

Two jets carried First 
Western President Stafford 
Grady, State Superintendent 
of Banks John O’Kane, rep¬ 
resentatives of the national 
and local press, and offi¬ 
cials of the 76-branch state¬ 
wide branch from one city 
to the other to attend the 
various opening ceremonies.
